The Federal Communication Commission has 
ruled that under its doctrine of “ fairness” 
antismoking messages must be aired by radio 
and television stations that broadcast cigarette 
commercials.

If the practice is upheld in broad­ 
casting, sooner or later someone will try to 
apply the same reasoning to print. 
There is only one simple rule that should apply 
to advertising in any medium: Anything that can, 
be sold to the consumer legally should have the 
right to be offered to the consumer through honest 
and truthful advertising - Editor and Publisher

FCC’s IDEA OF “ FAIRNESS” 
The Federal Communication Commission has 
ruled that under its doctrine of “ fairness” 
antismoking messages must be aired by radio 
and television stations that broadcast cigarette 
commercials. 
This is an absurd extension of 
the equal time practice. 
its absurdity is noted by Broadcasting maga­ 
zine which quotes an official of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union as saying she is 
thinking of petitioning for the same privilege to 
answer wine and beer advertising.
